LORD, GIVE HE THIS DAY!

It is written in Proverbs that a word fitly spoken is 
like apples of gold in pictures of silver. 
The beauty of that simile teaches humility, especial­ 
ly to an advertising or newspaper man, whose job it is 
to use words. And I am one who believes (and I write 
as a sentimentalist about our business) that ail of us, 
ad men, reporters, publishers, owners, editors—all of 
us— have need of humility before the power that is in 
the words which we produce. I never go down to the 
press room, hearing and feeling the smooth hum of its 
precision speed, oui that I feel humble before it. It is 
something like holding a sea shell up to the ear and 
hearing in it what a poet has told is the noise that time 
makes as it passes by on its inexorable march. The 
steady, muted roar of the presses seems to me the 
noise that words make — all the written words tapped 
out on typewriters, caught in the hot lines of type, 
pressed into the matrices, bolted in metal plates to the 
drums of the press—all of them speaking at once to 
produce the steady voice of the presses as they print. 
told, cut and count the pages of our newspapers, and 
saying “I am the power and the beauty of words.” 
I recall being taken to see an old editor when I was 
a young boy who had framed by his desk the familial 
old motto: 
‘‘Lord, give me this day my daily idea, and forgive 
me the one I had yesterday.” 
There are days when all of us toiling in the vineyard 
of words have reason for that motto—so fast do things 
change, and so often is that which seemed so sure 
yesterday, today demonstrated to be not so sure. 
The fact of a free press, and the full meaning of that 
phrase, I honestly believe, is the chief prop of this free 
nation. And God knows we bear a heavy responsibility. 
And truth, if it becomes trite, is yet truth. But, I say 
quite frankly, feeling my own guilt as I do. and point­ 
ing no accusing finger at anyone, that every publisher. 
every board of directors, every editor, and staff need to 
examine into the meaning of the phrase. ‘‘Freedom ot 
the Press” and determine if they are using it as a tool 
or a cliche? 
Certainly a free and responsible press, and a press 
which has something to say on its editorial pages, is 
of great value to advertisers. The ads are of more 
value in a newspaper where character and integrity 
are established. 
I strongly believe that if we do not use our freedom 
in public service, in controversial issues, and in com­ 
passionate awareness of the human condition, we may 
and should—lose our freedom. 
It is guaranteed? To be sure it is. But, we are up 
against a fact. It is an important one for all Ameri­ 
cans, to whom the daily paper, with its ads, its news, 
features and editorials, is as much a casual part of 
their lives as the bottle of milk left on the doorstep; 
and to those of us who write and produce newspapers. 
It is, namely, that nothing is guaranteed except it be 
guaranteed in the minds of the people and their 
loyalties. 
I recall going to Austria at the time the Germans 
moved there in the spring of 1938. For me it was a sort 
of journey on the road to Damascus. There, tor the 
first time, I watched all rights, guaranteed in a writ­ 
ten, published constitution, disappear because the will 
for them had disappeared long betore. I saw men and 
women arrested without warrant; I watched abuses 
of people because of their religion; I saw books burned 
and I saw magazines and newspapers from outside 
Austria removed None dared protest. In tact. so bad 
was the economic and political situation in Austria 
that a majority of the people cheered the changes. I 
have never forgotten it. I have no wish to forget. 
And so. today we will continue to enjoy, and have 
available, freedom of speech and press only to long as 
the people recognize that we use it and that we de­ 
serve that freedom. 
It is important now, I believe, in this time of racial 
crisis to defend the one great American ideal — thai 
of equality of citizenship. We Americans are a syn­ 
thesis of many people, many races, many languages, 
and a diversity of religions.* It is the ideal, the prin­ 
ciple, that makes us American. It seems to me highly 
important that American newspapers plav a part in 
establishing this principle for all Americans. 
I strongly feel that to do the job o f protecting free­ 
dom ol press, we must become more and more like the 
image of our true selves which the Constitution of oui 
country envisions. And that applies to ail of us—ad 
men, news men, business men, professional men. 
The people can understand and defend the press and 
the American system only if we understand and ex­ 
press our freedom.

The date of October 7, 1963, 
was another bright day over the 
State of Missouri with no rain 
in any part of the state, but it 
was a black day for Missouri 
motorists. 
On October 7, the Safety Di­ 
vision of the Missouri Highway 
Patrol reported the traffic death 
toll in the state has risen IOO 
fatalities over the number of 
deaths recorded on the same 
date in 1962, 
Captain John 
A. 
Berglund, 
Commanding Officer of the Pa­ 
trol Safety Division, said the 
upsurge in traffic deaths this 
year started last March 21. On 
that date, he explained, the num­ 
ber of traffic fatalities for the 
year in the state was 14 below 
the 1962 record, but before the 
end of March the toll had risen 
to eleven over the 1962 record. 
“It seems the first day of 
spring this year was the date 
for many Missouri motorists to 
stop using caution to save their 
lives,” Captain Berglund said. 
“Month by month the death toll 
this year has shown a tragic 
increase since that date with 
the exception of August and 
September. Late deaths from ac­ 
cidents last month will probably 
raise the September toll over 
last year’s record of 113 fatali­ 
ties. 
The Captain said that in March 
the traffic toll increased by ten 
fatalities over the 1962 record. 
There was an increase of three 
rn April, 35 in May, 22 in June. 
25 in July and the August toll 
leveled off at 108 deaths, the 
same number recorded in Aug­ 
ust last year. 
“It seems the die is cast for 
the year of 1963 to be one of 
the most tragic on record if not 
record, if not the worst, in Mis- 
souri history,” Captain Berglund 
said. “In 1956 on October 7. we 
had recorded 836 people killed 
in traffic, and that year the all- 
time record was set with 1.132 
fatalities. This year the toll on 
October 7 stood at 849 deaths, 
or 13 over the same date in

Ecuador has sought to main­ 
tain that she has full control of 
the seas for a distance of 200 
miles off her shores, and when 
American tuna clippers came 
inside this unrecognized limit, 
they were forcibly seized by Na­ 
val forces. 
The text of Mr. Harder’s let­ 
ter to President Kennedy fol­ 
lows: 
“The President 
White House Office 
Washington 25, D.C. 
My Dear Mr. President: 
Ii is quite an outrage to the 
American flag and prestige that 
the government of Ecuador is 
permitted to 
seize 
American 
fishing craft by Naval force well 
beyond 
the 
recognized 
three 
mile limits, and our State De­ 
partment is ineffective. 
This seizure, of course, is in 
fact an act of piracy. 
It is no credit to the United 
States Department of State that 
the only apparent action to rem­ 
edy this situation was taken 
by a Longshore Union refusing 
to unload a cargo of Ecuador­ 
ian bananas. 
What 
makes 
understanding 
even more difficult is the fact 
that the government of Ecua­ 
dor up through the end of 1962 
has received over $138 million in 
foreign aid, with presumably 
more given to them since that 
time. 
As you know, for several years 
the nationwide polls of indepen­ 
dent business proprietors con­ 
ducted by the National Federa­ 
tion of

have reflected a strong senti­ 
ment to substantially reduce 
foreign aid expenditures. 
Hor# recently, the indepen­ 
dent businessmen favor making 
big cuts in foreign aid to com­ 
pensate for your tax reduction 
program, which they also favor. 
May we respectfully suggest 
that the policy of continuing to 
aid a government that practices 
piracy cm the high seas defies 
all logic.

Using statistics provided by 
the U, S. Navy, the Shipbuild­ 
ers Council of America has ad­ 
vised the Defense Department 
that the cost of new ship con­ 
struction in private yards is 33 
per cent less 
than 
in N avy 
yards. 
Edwin M. Hood, council presi­ 
dent, submitted data which he 
said shows that the ability of 
commercial shipyards to carry 
out naval work at costs far be­ 
low those in government -owned 
naval shipyards saved taxpayers 
$1,380,000,000 from 1953 to last 
year. 
An 
additional 
$1,400,000,000 
would have been saved, he said, 
if naval shipyards could have 
carried out their work assign­ 
ments at the cost level of pri- 
vate yards.

said, were derived from a “care­ 
ful analysis” of cost data con­ 
tained in a study that was spon­ 
sored by the Navy itself.

Specifically, 
five 
at­ 
tempts to reach distant planets 
proved futile. A sixth was only 
partially successful. 
This knowledge was long kept 
confidential on security grounds 
— military and intelligence au­ 
thorities felt that 
its 
release 
might endanger our sources of 
information concerning 
Soviet 
activities in the space race. An 
inevitable result was public pes­ 
simism, based on the idea that 
the Russians were far ahead 
and that all they had to do was 
.select a target, take aim, press 
the button, and hit the bulls-eye 
every time. So, in early Sept­ 
ember, the decision was made 
to release facts the Space Agen­ 
cy possesses, without, of course, 
revealing the nature of the sens­ 
ing and tracking devices that 
produced them. 
This has a very vital bearing 
on our power vis a vis Soviet 
power. For outer space could, 
in the thinking of many scien­ 
tists, become the scene of future 
battles ami conquests on which 
dominance of the world would 
depend. Moreover, there are top 
authorities who on which domin­ 
ance of the w'orld would depend. 
Morover. there are top authori­ 
ties who are convinced that in 
other areas of power — hard, 
cold mihtary power — we are 
stronger, a* compared with the 


Soviet*, than Is generally 
stood. 
The September Reader’s Di­ 
gest carries an impressive ar­ 
ticle by Hanson W. Baldwin, 
military editor of the New York 
Times and a Pulitzer Prize win­ 
ner. Mr. Baldwin writes: “The 
United States — not Russia — 
is today the strngest military 
power in the world. The United 
States — not Russia — has beta 
the strongest military power in 
the world all through the period 
of expanding communist 
con­ 
quest since World War II. But, 
so far as halting Red inroads is 
concerned, 
this 
‘posture 
o f 
strength’ hasn’t done us much 
good. The reason is that our poli­ 
tical leaders and our diplomats 
have not — with some excep­ 
tions — used our military pow­ 
er skillfully and fully to bolster 
our policies.” 
Mr. Baldwin is not a saber 
rattler — he is not an advocate 
of aggression. He believes, how­ 
ever that we must use our pow­ 
er” with absolute firmness in 
defense of the Western world 
and its allies.” 
He lists the varied sources 
of our power, and it is an en­ 
couraging one indeed. It begins 
with our vast ndustrial and ag­ 
ricultural resources, on which 
everything depends. In the mili­ 
tary sphere it includes absolute 
supremacy at sea, an edge in 
piloted aircraft and. in his op­ 
inion, a nuclear advantage des­ 
pite the Soviet achievements in 
this sphere. We do not only have 
a much larger nuclear stockpile 
than Russia, but we have more 
varied nuclear devices. And we 
are ahead in missile develop­ 
ment. Russia’s advantage is in 
the size of her ground forces, 
providing 
a 
balance 
against 
sheer manpower. 
Mr. Baldwin argues that we 
have temporized too often in 
the face of Russian threats and 
actions, thus letting her push 
and consolidate her gains; while, 
when we have held firm, the 
Soviets have backed down. But, 
he believes we have not held 
firm nearly often enough. He 
tells a story af indecision — in 
the crises in Laos, Cuba, and 
elsewhere. Braves words have 
not been implemented by ac­ 
tions. 
So, as he sees it, there are 
four 
major 
policies 
which 
should govern our use of power. 
Summed up very briefly these 
are: A willingness to use this 
power to further our poUcies; 
to reward our friends and pen­ 
alize our enemies; to decide, for 
ourselves, what are our vital in­ 
terests and to act upon them, 
regardless of what such a body 
as the United Nations may de­ 
cide; and. finally, flexibility and 
imaginativeness in the use of 
power. His 
conclusion: 
“The 
communists must know with ab­ 


acate certainty that aggression 
against our interests will cause 
to them, in any one of a hun­ 
dred ways. This use of power 
will not cause war. It is the sur­ 
est way to prevent it. Lack of 
action in the face of commun­ 
ist aggression can only doom 
us to defeat.”
